PYROTECHNICS 
AT SAKURA-JIMA 


Scene During Eruption Like 
that at Pompeii. 
Total Loss of Life Estimated 
at Several Hundreds. 


First Detailed Account Is 
Received from Fokio. 
[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) . 
SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 17.—The 
first detailed account of the terrible 
eruption of Sakura-Jima on the 
southern coast of Japan as received 
here today. by mail from the Tokio 
correspondent of the Associated 
Press, places the loss of life, conserva- 
tively estimated, at “several hun- 
dreds.” 


Jima itself, with its dozen vi 
flooded by a torrent of flaming lava 
and buried under a hail of incandes- 
cent rocks, but the beautiful city of 
Kagoshima, overlooking .the Golden 
Gate of Japan, was partially de- 
stroyed, several towns and 


‘}on the mainland to the east were 


sore hit-and the villages of Akamidzu, 
Yokoyama and Koike were literally 
swallowed up by the molten lava. 
Even if dug out, no specific count of 
lives lost ever will be possible. 
ACCOUNT IN DETAIL. 

The account follows: | 

“While a Tokio audience of Japa- 
nese was assembled at the Imperial 
Theater, viewing moving pictures of 
‘The Last Days of. Ponipeli,” ,sub- 
terfanean fires of their own e re, 
imprisoned for more than a century, 
i were surging upward beneath the isle 
of Gakura-Jima, in the seurhermost 
part of the realm. Soon began an 
ruption so fierce and terrible as to 
take place at once with the historic 
demonstration of Vesuvius. 
“The 22,000 inhabitants of Sakura- 
Jima fled wildly in all directions, in 


‘a pitiful quest for food and shelter. 


Shrieks of terror filled the air from 
one end of the island to the other. 
thickly-settled villages and 
from houses embcsomed in groves of 
oranges, peaches and plums, the 
farmers ran to the shores of the bay. 

“Horses neighed and snorted in 
terror and all manner of domestic 
cattle bellowed and cried to be loose. 
Many freed themselves and began 
a wild stampede through and over 
their human companions. 

“Many old mien refused to try to. 
save themselves and had literally to 
be dragged along by the younger. 
Women and children were sent off 


fants slung Japanese-fashion, across 
their backs, their hands filled with 
portable household goods. 

“Some shielded themselves with 
mattresses, others wore metal and 
earthen pots for helmets. It was a 
wild, hugger-mugger:, a_pell-melt 
rush; a flight of indescribable panic 
and confusion. 

“For all that the final catastrophe 
“as se overwhelming [n its sudden 
descent, there had been preliminary 
Two months before a 
traveler reclining lelsurely on the 
summit of the long mountain ridge of 
Yoshinogahara, which plunges  ab- 
ruptiy down into the water of Ka- 
goshima .Guif, was surprised to sve 
smoke drifting from new gullies In 
the sidex of the island peak of Mitake 
on Sakura-Jima. 

“Tt was a thick bank of smoke, 
but trom Kagoshima would scarcely 
be noticed; if at all, only a fringe of 
heze. | 

“The traveler .returned io Kago- 
Shima and told a friend what he had 
seen. “We discussed, rather &ippant- 
ly, perhaps,” he said afterward, 
‘what would be likely to happen if 

ura-Jima were actually to “go 
of.” Now, I know a good Jeal more 
of that than I evér wished to learn.’ | 

“The next warning came Sunday, 


January 11, the form of severe 
earth kes, .accompanied by reso- 
nant deep cannonading from the 


heights of Sakura-Jima.. With in- 
creasing violence’ came shock after 
shock. - Houses toppled, brick walls 
crumbled and from far beneath, 
seemingly as from some vast cave of 
echoes, rose a horrible sound of 
grinding and roaring, up through the 
quaking crust of the earth. 

“By Monday morning, the mid- 
night glow that had spread like a 
scarlet canopy over the vent of the 
volcano, changed to an immeasurable 
lofty column of twisting smoke. laced 
with flames and shot with the trail 
of fiery missiles. 

“Dawn changed to twilight. A 
great shower of ashes rained down 
on the panic-stricken population. The 
ashes became flowing cinders and the 
cinders flaming rocks. Sparkling lava, 
gushing from the mouth of the sev- 
eral cratera, leaped downward from 
cliff to cliff and ledge to ledge. 

; “Voleanves long supposed extinct in 
other parts of the realm leaped into 
sympathetic activity, and ashes fell 
like snow as far north as the cities 
of Osaka and Kobe, as far south as 
the Bonin Islands and as far west as 
Dairen, while the air was weighted 
with sulphtrous fumes, and distant 
Tokio itself was mantled in a sinister, 
yellow cloud, carrying terror to the 
masses and producing among even the 
most intelligent and courageous ah 
inescapable sense of impending doom. 

“By this time the cascades of lava 
and the ceaseless, merciless rain of 
meteors had set fire to the sugar cane 
and bamboo forests. Houses burst 
into fire as if from spontaneous com- 
bustion at every step. | 

“Arrived at the shore, the villagers 
and peasants flung themselves into 
sampans, moored on the beach, or 
plunged into the gulf. The moun- 
tain was now a roaring furnace, and 
the heat was unbearable. From Ka- 
goshima a dozen steamers came full 
speed to the rescue. Their prompt 
ald ahd that of sailing and rowing 
craft saved thousands from drown- ° 


ng. 

“But in the meantime things were 
not going well in Kagoshima itself. 
A strong east wind filled the streets. 
with hot ashes and red hot cinders. 
Houses began to collapse under the

“There followed a mad rush of the 
inhabitants, thoroughly infected with 
the terror of the. burned and crazed 
islanders, for the railroad station. 
Splendid discipline .there saved the 
day. Box freight cars were backed 
ento the sidings and with remarka- 
ble promptness the crowds were car- 
ried northward to safety.

The boldest inhabitants ventured back 
again and again only to be driven off 
again. 

“Some conception of the immensity 
of the outpouring may be had when 
it is known that it pushed its way 
across the -Gulf of Kagoshima, which 
is from forty to eighty fathoms deep.

“An official estimate of the damage 
done gives 60,000 destitute, twelve

Mackenzie won the Turner gold 
medal and $1000 for the best land- 
scape of his finishing year at the 
Royal Academy and had the canvas 
hung in all of the big continental ex- 
hibits. 
Here are some lines from Mac- 
kenzie’s philosophy: 

“Not one American artist in a hun- 
dred makes his living by his pictures.

Sixty-third Congress, 
AGRICULTURAL 
BILL PASSED. 


Provides for Showing Farmer 
the Best Way to Farm. 


| Negro Agricultural Colleges 
Better Not Apply. 


Again on the Job. 


(BY. A. P. NIGHT WIRE To THE 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—The 
House agricultural extension bill 
passed the Senate with amendments 
today without a dissenting vote. 

The bill provides for demonstra- 
tions on the farm of approved meth- 
ods and’ scientific discoveries as’ to 
farming and home economics made 
in the State agricultural colleges, ex- 
perimental stations and in the Fed- 
eral Department of Agriculture. The 
Secretary of .Agriculture and land- 
grant agricultural colleges are to 
outline plans for carrying out the 
demunstrations. 

As agreed to in the Senate the bill 
would &ppropriate unconditionally 
| $10,000 annually to each State. In 
addition a sum of $600,000 for the 
coming year, with a yearly increase 
of $600,000 for the next seven years, 
weuld be provided fer distribution 
among the States on a basis of rural 
population, conditioned on each 
State appropriating a sum equal to 
its portion of the Federal 
After seven years the bill would pro- 
vide a permanent appropriation of 
$4,800,000 annually. 

An amendment requiring that ne- 
gro colleges be permitted to share 
in the fund was defeated by a vote 
of, 32 to 23. The bill was amended, 
however, as a result of a fight on 
the race question, by placing the dis 
tribution of the funds in the hands 
of the Secretary of Agriculture and 
respectiv. State Governors in States 
having more than one agricultural 
college, and also specifying against 
race discrimination in the demon- 
stration work on the farma. 

The bill probably will be consid- 
ered shortly 
the two houses.

sion. We commend the work of this 


commission and con tulate the peo- 
ple of the State on the results already 
uccomplished and we declare it to be 


party to extend the regulation and 
control of all public service corpora- 
tions with fairness to them 
l the interest of the ultimate consumer. 

“The Republican party inaugurated 
the movement for good roads by sub- 
mitting to the people the question of 
the $18,000,000 bond tssue for the 
bullding of the State highways and we 
favor the continuation.of the build- 
ing of such State highways until the 
main arteries of travel through the 
State shall be-completed.

EARINGS ON 
TUNNEL CLAIMS. 


‘WORKS BOARD WIDL CLOSE 
THEM DURING THIS WEEK, 


Final Awards May Not Be Made 
for Three Weeks, but Total Esti- 
mate of City Engineer Likely to 
Be Slightly Raised by Commis- 
sioners——-Many Claims Rejected. 


The Board of Public Works is hold- 
ing daily sessions for the purpose of 
hearing claimants for damages, based 
on the proposed lowering of the floor 
of the Broadway tunnel and the 
consequent necessary change of 
grades in California street and North 
Broadway from Temple street to the 
tunnel. The board will complete its 
hearings during the ensuing week. 

The plans provide for a cut on 
California street, between Broadway 
and Hill streets, that will give a 14 
per cent. grade and that will neces- 
sarily cause the abandonment of the 
Los Angeles Railroad Corporation 
tracks in that block. The grade would 
be too steep to operate cars with 
safety. It is proposed to allow the 
railway to shift its tracks so as to 
use Hill street from California to 
Temple street. 

The Board of Public Works yes- 
terday completed taking evidence on 
eighteen of the 
claims filed within the legal time 
limit. It has found that numerous 
claims filed are for damages on prop- 
erty that is outside the assessment 
district an west of the grade 
changes, and all such claims are to 
be disregarded. 

The total amount of the damage 
claims filed within the legal time 
limit amounted to $388,928.34. Since 
that date there have been several 
additional claims filed. The City En- 
gineer’s estimate of the damages is 
placed at $53,465.41. It is probable 
that the board will slightly increase 
this later total when the final awards 
are made. ft is probable that these 
awards will not be announced within 
th@ee weeks. 


NO SOLICITING. 
PROHIBITED AT CITY HALL. 


No more will the festive peanut 
vendor, apple man, church subscrip- 
tion worker and a hundred and one 
other solicitors for the coin of the 
realm find a rich and lucrative field 
in the City Hall, with its more than 
600 employees. A new edict was is- 
sued by the Board of Public Works 
yesterday, prohibiting all solicitation 
within the City Hall. There are to 
be no exceptions to this rule. It goes 
into effect immediately. 

The resolution was introduced at 
yesterday's meeting of the board by 
Commissioner O’Brien, in e interest 
of efficiency. O'Brien stated that the 
solicitation of all kinds that is a daily 
feature at the City Hall has become 
a veritable nuisance and has been 
causing the city an aggregate loss of 
time of employees that is startling. 
He also believes that city employees 
should be ‘allowed to select their own 
charities and attend to their mer- 
chandising outside their working 
hours, and t the constant demands 
upon their time and attention is not 
conducice to the best public service. 
President Handley heartily agreed 
with this position and the new rule 
was adopted by unanimous vote. 

Once Again—Gas Rates. 

The Long Beach Boulevard Im- 
provement Association, through its 
representative, Frank Allender, filed 
with the City Council yesterday a 
lengthy protest over natural gas rates, 
and demanded that the rate be fixed 
at 20 cents per 1000 cubic feet “and 
nothing more.” ‘ 

The cgmmunication charges that 
‘invisible and sinister forces” are at- 
tempting to fix the rate at 52 cents 
and that a “great wrong has by 
secret methods, in our judgment, 
here been attempted, which we re- 
gard in no other light than an as- 
sault upon every home and fireside in 
the city of Los Angeles.” Allender 
spoke at some length .on the resolu- 
tions. 

A protest has also been filed by the 
Moneta-Avenue Improvement As- 
seciation in which it is stated that 
the “genera! opinion” of its members 
is that the 52-cent rate is too high, 
and the Council is asked to “care- 
fully consider” the fixing of the rates. 


Volunteer Fire Companies. 

Fire Chief Eley yesterday reported 
to the Fire Commission that volunteer 
fire companies have been established 
with hand-drawn hose reels at Wil- 
mington Park, Wilmington, and San 
Fernando road, Glassell Park. The 
policy of the commission is to en- 
courage the establishment of such 
volunteer fire companies in all out- 
lying portions of the city.

Set down in the calendar as the 
unluckiest day in the life of Burr 
Harris, negro slayer of Mrs. Rebecca 
P. Gay, February 13 will not be un- 
lucky at all for Harris. Yesterday 


-the Supreme Court granted a stay of 


execution for Harris and he will be 
brought back to Los Angeles. 

The stay is granted on an appeal

WHY QUEEN MARY CARRIES IT 
PUZZLES THE BRITISH. 


Spectators Believe Simple Im- 
plement Is in Reality a Formidable 
Steel Weapon and ‘Point to Queen 


Victoria’s Steel Lined Parapluie 
as @ Reason for Their Theory. :

LONDON, Jan. 24.—It turns on @ 
very simple problem—why does Queen 
Mary always carry an umbrella? But 
juet-as Rousseau said, “behind this 
laughter there are bitter tears;” so 
behind thie parapluie amazed Eng- 
land today sees swords, bombs and 
other dire republican perils. 

The mystery owes its wrigin to a 
recent but unusupected visit which 
Queen Mary made to a museum in the 
old world cathedral of Norwich. 

The Queen, accompanied by Prin- 
cess Mary. Prince Henry and Prince 
George, was guided arouna the mu- 
seum by the Bishop of Norwich, Dr. 
Pollock. The visit was Her Majesty's 
own idea, and as she was anxious that 


“iit should be pri ate the officials were 


not warned. 

Queen Mary was willing to dispense 
with red carpet and bouquets, with 
bows and speechmaki but the royal 
plan for secrecy colla when the 
attendant, as in duty bound, asked 
Her Majesty to leave her umbreila 
at the entrance. Queen Mary, rather 
than part from her umbrella, -ls- 
‘closed her identity and so obtained 
the royal prerogative of walking 
through the museum fully equipped 
for the possibility of the blowing off 
of the roof coinciding with a heavy 
shower. 

Now, as it happens, Queen Mary’s 
intense devation to her umbrella has 
often been remarked. A Queen, ex- 
cept on private occasions, does not 
require an umbrella in the ordinary 
sense. There ia always the covered 
carriage or the canopy to protect a 
royal head from the weather. But 
Queen Mary's neatly rolled and hand- 
some umbrella seldom tieaves her 
hand at a public function. though it 
would be quite appropriate for it to 
be carried by an attendant or a lady- 
in-waiting. t 

Why is this? A good many shrew 
observers believe that the roval um- 
brella te really, under its Innocent ex- 
térior, a formidable steel weapon, that 
might serve to ward off the possible 
attacks of a lunatic ageassin. It will 
be remembered that Queen Victoria, 
when driving in an open carriage, 
often carried an unfurled silk sun- 
shade which was tnterlined with chain 
mall. These sunshades were, of 
course, extremely heavy, and the 
fatigue and gruesome ideas mused 
by carrying them are to be classed 
among those unpleasant penalties of 
royalty about which the general yub- 
lic hears little.

New Field for Wirvicss, 

A new commercial usefulness for 
wireless telegraphy has just been 
found here. An agreetnent has been 
signed between a wireless telegraph 
companv and the principal owner of a 
large fishing fleet at Lowestoft in 
which it is provided, among other 
things, that the company wiil insta! 
wireles« apparatus on borrd the prin- 
cipal vessels of the fleet. By means 
of thix wireless installatior ihe ves- 
sel will keep in touch with the other 
vessels of the same fieet during the 
whole of each fishing expedition off 
the east coast. 

The importance of this new devel- 
opment in the application of the wire- 
less is easily seen. At present it fre- 
quently happens that, fishing vessels 
having a plentiful watch, all make 
for the samme port. causing a tempo- 
rary glut there, while other smacks 
with only a moderate or a poor catch 
land their cargo in another po 
where, in consequence, a dearth o 
fish may ensue. Wireless telegraphy 
will ‘henceforth rectify this defective 
distribution of fish. Fishing ves- 
sels that have h a big catch will be 
ordered to land it at different ports, 
so that a better distribution may be 
obtained, while those with a poor 
catch will be told by wireless to 


transfer it to other smacks. In the 
course of time all the ing fleets 
undoubtedly will be sinfilarly pro-f 


vided, which will mean a revolution 
all over the European fishing grounds. 


To Save St, Paul's. | 

The alarth for the safety of St. 
Paul's Cathedral has Jed to a proposa! 
by a board of architects of a plan 


to immerse the foundation in a huge; 


tank of moist earth. It has been dis- 
covered by experts that the sand and 
gravel in whieh the cathedral founda- 
tions stand have become parched and 
unstable, and, owing to the plateau 
foundeting on the summit of which 


jthe foundations rest, there is a ten- | 


dency for them to spread. Until re- 
cently the gravel on which St. Paul's, 
is poised has been bound together by 
the natural moisture filtering through 
from the surface, which contributed 
to the stability of the edifice. The 
paving in the inclosures, the substi- 
tution of concrete for kidney peb- 
ble road and the surface drainage 
system have deprived the subsoil of 
this necessary moisture. To preserve 
St. Paul's it is proposed to re-water 
the subsoll and thereby set up a new 
cohesive action among the particles. 


Peeress Paints Toys.

IN FRANCE. 


New Honor for Bernhardt. 


The French public had been pre-' 


pared for the announcement that the 
decoration of a Knight of the Legion 
of Honor has been conferred on Mme. 
Sarah Bernhardt. © Nearly every 
Frenchman thinks she should have 
received this years ago. Over and 
over again it had been stated that she 
was to be honored with the red rib- 
bon, and just as often was the report 
denied. When M. Griand was Min- 
ister of Public Instruction a few years 
azo he proposed Mme. Bernhardt’s 
name to the Council of the Order, 
who rejected it on the groun., it is 
said, that she been through the 
bankruptcy court. 

Although Napoleon institu‘ed the 
Legion over a century ago as a re- 
ward for civil and military services, 
but very few women have secured the 
decoration, which carries with it a 
small pension and the knowledge 
that no ignoble punishment can be 
inflicted upon a member. The French 
President has no more coveted dis- 
tinction to bestow. The new “knight” 
was born in 1844, and among her 
many reminiscences are “memories of 
the Franco-German War, when she 
organize’ an ambulance at the Odeon 
Theater, and had personal supervi- 
sion of it during the siege of Paris. 
Last year she appeared before some 
2000 convicts at San Quentin rpeni- 
tentiary. In California, in “One Christ- 
mas Night,” written her by her 
eon, The convicts had built a stage 
for her in the prison yard, and six 
murderers were in the front seats. 

Interesting in this connection is an 
item reproduced in a -Varis paper 
from Lloyd's Weekly of London, 
which claims a circulation of about 
a million and a half coples—the larg- 
est in the world.

NAILED TO CROSS IN SPAIN, | 


Infamous Treatment Said to Be 
Meted to Wretched Inmates of the 
Jpanish Jails.

MADRID, Jan. 24.—-Infamous treat- 
ment just now is being meted out to 
the wretched inmates of Spanish jails. 
Many of the sufferers are only po- 
tical offenders, men with advanced 
ideas, but according to a recent report 
of. the Prisoners’ Committee, this 
makes no difference to their punish- 
ment, or its horrors: 

“The director of a jail at Figueras 
(Catalonia,) a man named Milena, has 
had a 8 erranean dungeon bulit in 
order to be able to vent his hatred. 
This new cell is known as ‘the €Fi- 
beria.” The prisoner who is taken 
there is bound and beaten until he 
falls insensible. He ig then put into 
another cell apart from the others 
until his wounds heal, and he is there 
made to fast until he is hungry 
enough to eat salt codfish given him 
in order to make him feel the pangs 
of thirst. 3 

“Recently a prisoner w& nailed to 


a cross; he died. Another had his 
eye gouged out; a third an arm 
broken. Still another had pieces of 


flesh torn off him. The cries of the 
victims were heard outside the fort- 
ress.”

hold on Cork and that his policy of 
“conference, conciliation and consent” 


present the O'Brienites hold not only 
the two seats of the County of Cork,

Even though he 
thought there was a chance of win- 
ning one of the seats it is doubtful |

The appointments of Atherley Jones, 
Liberal member for Northwest Dur- 
ham to the judgeship of the city of 
London, and the acceptance by Sir 
Alfred Cripps, Unionist member for 
South Buckinghamshire, of a peerage, 
have left vacancies. Buckinghamshire 
is one of the strongholds of the. 
Unionists who have chosen as thelr .

ACCEPTS EARL’S OFFER. 

Baron de Forest Buys Derby's 
_ Bootle Estate as a Result of a Po- 

litical Controversy. 

[BY CARLE AND A, P. TO THE TIMER] 

LONDON, Feb. 7.—As a result of 
@ political controversy, Maurice Ar- 
nold de Forest, who is a hereditary 
baron of the Austrian empire, has ac- 
cepted an offer recently made in a 
public speech by the Earl of Derby, to 
sell to him his estate in Bootle, a 
suburb of Liverpool, for $7,500,000. 

The property was purchased in 1723 
for $36,000, and in a contribution te 
the Land Inquiry Committee's report, 
Baron de Forest cited this as a strik- 
ing example of unearned increment. 
He estimated the annua! income from 
this property was $600,000, and the 
value of property as between $15,000,- 
000 and $20,000,000. 

In his speech proffering the land 
for sale, the Earl of Derby said that 
the estimates were excessive, 
and referred contemptuously to Baron 
de Forest as “an alien gentleman for 
whom I have no love, who has come 
here to tell us

IGHT COMBINES 
IN ENGLAND. 


LONDON, Jan. 24.—Great Britain's 

building trade is in the iron grip of 
a ring of manufacturers who have de- 
cided to boycott. any customer who 
will not accept their terms. 
' About two years ago the Nationa! 
Light Castings. Association was 
formed. It was not the first, but it bas 
proved the most successful, attempt 
of ironfounders to secure an under- 
standing among themselves about 
prices, and so prevent a competition 
of cutting. There are 150 firms in 
the association, the secretaries of 
Which are located in Birmingham, and 
the chairman in Glasgow. It repre- 
sents $30,000,000 capital. 

Last July the association submitted 
to the builders’ merchants through- 
out the country new terms on which 
the manufacturers would supply goods. 
A London firm of builders’ merchants, 
Messrs. Rownson, Drew & Clydesdale, 
Ltd., decided that the terms would be 
injurious to them, and consequently 
did not accept, preferring to be pen- 
alized 7% per cent. on goods illus- 
trated in their own list, which they 
were compelled to buy from houses 
represented in the association. They 
proceeded to cOnduct their business 
on the lines adopted for the past 100 
years, namely, purchasing in the best 
market But they reckoned without

I do not 
think the worst trust in America has 
worked on such cruel lines.

The secretaries of the asso- 
ciation alone control about a dozen 
combines.” 


Another question involved is the/ 


need for amendment of the’law on 
the subject. “Whom am =I to 
sue for damages?" asked Mr. 
Donald. “This trust which has 
entered into a conspiracy to boycott 
us has no corporate existence, which 
makes the possibility of legal action 
difficult, and, apart from that, I un- 
derstand their boycott was taken un- 
der legal advice. If the law permits 
this sort of thing, the sooner it is 
emendéad the better. We believe the 
trade ‘disputes act gives the associa- 
tion license. We are acting entirely 
from the point of view of the herm 
that will acerue to the community if 
boycotts are permitted.” 

The matter has now been brought 
before Lord Southwark, as president 
of the London Chamber of Commerce, 
and further action is to be taken. 


TRISH EMIGRATION. 


Figures Show That 30.967 Left in 

1913, of Whom 21,758 Went to the 

United @tates.

DUBLIN, Jan. 24.—The opponents 
of emigration have recetved cold com- 
fort from the newest government sta- 
tistics of the traffic from Ireland dur- 
ing the past twelve months. 

Every year the best patriots here 
hope that the flood of emigration ,is 
at last being stemmed. Sometimes 
the figures are a little better, some- 
times a little worse, than those which 
were issued twelve months before. 
For some time now the average has 
remained substantially the same, al- 
though it changes a little in the right 
direction. 

The figures just issued showed that 
the number of emigtants for 19138 
was 30,967, as compared with 29,344 


for 1912—an increase of 1623. About 


2000 more males than females left 
the country. The Registrar-Genera! 
can give us no statietics on the. sub- 
ject. but we may be sure that the 
great majority of the emigrants were 
girls and boys who had just reached 
the age when they had to earn their 
own livings. They represent, prob- 
ably, many of the best of our peasan- 
try. who are lured away. from the 
dullness of the country by the digtant 
glamor of American cities. 

Still the great majority go to the 
United States. Altogether 21,758 
went there, 6673 to Cenada,. 1349 to 
the rest of the Britich Empire. thirty- 
eight to foreign countries, and the re- 
maining 1149 to Great bSrit#in. 

The principal reason for this pref- 
erence ia probably that the emigrants 
have relations and friends in America 
already. who write home sbonut the 
high wages which they receive. Of 
course, they do not mention the hard- 
ships which they have to endare. Most 
of them try to persuade others to fol- 
low their example. More than 4 
quarter of the emigrants to the United 
States last year had their passages 
paid by friends already in America.

The authorities of the louvre are 
now seeking the opinions of the lead- 
ing art dealers of Paris, in order that 
Gert’s entire claim against the nation 
may be satisfied. Durance Ruel, the 
dean of Paris picture dealers, esti- 
mates the value of “La Joconde” as 
follows: “I would ask,” he says, “halt 
a million dollars if the picture were 
mine, with the certainty that there 
would be so many offers that a much 
higher pice .would be obtained.” 
Still another picture dealer places the 
value of the painting at a million, 
And so the discussion goes on. 


Cry of “Clericalism.” 
“Labor” is fierce in its opposition to 
the extension of military service, but 
important newspapers such as the 
Figaro, Tem and Matin have no 
protest to make against the three-year 
law for the army. That extension, 
however, has been e the excuse 
for lengthening the hours of work in 
certain industries. “Because miners 
have to spend an extra hour in bar- 
racks they are to be kept in pits an 
extra sixty hours,” cries M. Jaurez, the 
Socialist leader. And it seems to be 
generally believed that the Socialists 
and Radicals will raise the cry of

The “nervousness” which has been 
shown by the French people during 
the last year, largely because of inter- 
national developments and readjust- 
ments, is probably responsible for the 
feeling expressed by the Figaro 
against the employment of foreign 
governeases for French children.

The Cold in France. 

The continued cold throughout 
France, with heavy snowfalls, is be- 
coming a national calamity. 
David, Minister of Public Works, has 
been in consultations with the rail- 
way engineers relative to measures 
which the government could under- 
take for the restoration of railway 
communication in South France. 
The first train betweeh Spain and 
France got through to Cerbere during 
the week, but more than twenty other 
provincial lines are completely out of 


service. 
The Minister of War has authorized 
the commander of the 


bound trains. 

A temperature of 4 deg. below zero 
(Fahrenheit) has been registered in 
the department of Haute-Loire and 6 
below zero in the Auvergne fregion. 
Meterologists find that the rigors of 
this winter equal those of the historic 
seasons of 1888 and 1870. Foxes, 
deer and other wild animals have 
been found dead in the forests. 


Rights of Travelers. 

An extraordinary problem as to the 
rights of a traveler in a surface car 
has just been raised before the Hlev- 
enth Chamber in Paris. The hero of 
the affair is M. Leopo!i' Labarde, and 
he had to answer a police charge of 
refusing to give up his car ticket when 
called upon to do so by the authorized 
official. He it in these terms: 
“This ticket.” he said, “is the re- 
ipt. for the amount paid. It is my 


to destroy, dilapidate, obliterate or 
mutilate it without my sanction pre- 
viously given.” M. Labarde asked 
how any reasonable man could look 
upon the destruction, partial or ¢n- 
tire, of a receipt as evidence of in- 
spection. Furthefmore, he submitted 
that the particles removed from ‘tthe 
ticket and thrown to the ground as 
sisted in swelling the mass of obnox- 
jous matter which defiled the streets of 
Paris; that it was contrary to reason 
that the companies should maintain a 
staff merely for the sake of cutting off 
bits of paper; that there was nothing 
to show—and in the absence of evi- 
dence to the contrary he held that it 
was the case—that the substance of 
which the tickets were composed was 
not of a toxic character, and conse- 
quently the partial disintegration of 
the tickets set particles free in the air 
which were calculated to injure the 
health of travelers, in contravention 
of the hygienic by-laws framed by 
the police authorities, 

How long he might have continued 
his argument is not known, for the 
soulless trtbunal cut him short by im- 
posing @ fine of 5 fancs, otherwise $1.

BURNING UP SPACE. 


Publishes Book to Show Prospec- 
tive Recruits Advantages of Join- 
ing Army, Where it Is Declared 
Soldiers Can Lay Up Good Sum in — 
Seven Years’ Service.

LONDON, Jan. 24.—The British 
War Secretary, with the help of an 
old soldier, Henry Le Bras, the adver- 
tising expert, is on the war path for 


recruits. 
In obedience to a hint from Lord 
Northcliffe, the millionaire newspaper 
proprietor, he bas just started to is- 
sue page advertisements explaining 
“What the British Army Offers.” And 
there is a nice little coupon in the 
corner indicated by a big and gener- 
ous*looking hand. If this be filled in, 
a copy of a thirty-two-page illustrated 
book, “The Army and What It Offers,” 
will to any inquirer be mailed free. 
erhaps, though, the crowning joy is 
that nobody need put a stamp on the 
envelope. 

One and all are bidden to mark the 
communication “On His Majesty's 
Service” and the British postoffice will 
bow down before this—and ho stamp 
money will be required. 

This is the kind of lure that Col. 
Seely, the War Minister, holds out to 
possible recruits: 

“What are you earni now, and 
what are your prospects in civil life? 
Can you look forward with certainty of 
getting more than $6 a week if in 
town, or $5 if in the country? And 
even with these wages, what ‘have you 
left for yourself at the end of the 
week after paying for your lodging, for 
transport to. your work, for your food, 


and boots you Wear while at work or 
at leisure? 
“And now consider the soldier. He 
is charged 6 or 8 cents a, day for his 
groceries and vegetables, to mee" 
which he ts given a “messing @& - 
ance” of 6 cents a day. and has to 
pay 3 cents a week for his insurance, 
but practically all the rest ef his 
necessities are provided for him free— 
lodging, rations and clothing. In the 
infantry the average balance of pay 
at the disposal of a private soldier 
immediately after enlistment is $1.62 
per week; after serving for two years, 
if in the first class of proficiency, a 
private has at his disposal $2.50, a 
corporal $3 and a sergeant $3.50. 
“Remember, too, that if a soldier 
likes to save while he is with the 
-eolors, he can do so to some pur- 
. An tnfantry private drawing 
first-class proficiency pay could spend 
$1 a week on himself and if he put 
the balance of his pay in the post- 
office savings bank coftild save in round 
figures $500 after seven years’ serv- 
ice.

MAY GO BY PARCEL POST. 


BREELEY, Feb. 7.— [Exclusive 

Dispatch.} Dried and cured fruits 

and nuts may be shipped to any 
part of the country or world by parcel 
post, according to a decision given to- 
day to the Berkeley Chamber of Com- 
merce by the Third Assistant Post- 
master-General]l in Washington. The 
ruling will be of particular value to 
growers in California in districts 
where express facilities are absent or 
Umited. 

The local chamber recently wrote 
to Congressman Knowland, asking 
that fruits and nuts as well as other 
California products be given ad- 
vantages of the parcel post. In the 
reply it is stated that dried. or cured 
fruits and nuts, when prepared for

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.-—— House- 
wives are overlooking a very nutri- 
tious and economical] diet in dried 
fruits, according to the Department 
of Agriculture. Dried fruits, it says, 
are especially useful when the sup- 
ply of fresh fruits is limited. 

The amount of dried fruit produced 
in this country increased 575 per cent. 
between 1899 and 1909. California 
produces more than four-fifths of the 
yearly output. It is estimated that 
each person consumes on an average 
five or six pounds of dried fruit a 
year. The value of the product rose 
from $4,000,000 to over $21,000,000 
in ten years. The average wholesale 
price, however, has not advanced with 
the "tes demand—on the con- 
trary, it has dropped from 56% to 
about 4% cents per pound.

SHAKESPEARE’S DAUGHTERS. 


Biographers Treat Them as Illiterate, 

but Social Evidences Indicate Them 

to Have Been Far Different.

He is 
taking the orchard course in the ag- 
ricultural school—for, in his worship, 
the muse must divide honors with 
Pomona. To live in an orchard! 
What real poet would refuse such a 
destiny’? 

James Alexander ‘ully ts an Ohio 
man, though he did not originate in 
Kent. He was born in St. Marys, 
but when he was yet a child he 
found himself selling pers on the 
streets of Chicago. t was in the 
Newsboys’ home that he first found 
friends who recognized his talent and 
capabilities, and it was there that he 
wrote his tirst rhymes. He will al- 
ways be glad to remember that his 
first printed verses were a tribute to 
Mrs. Post, the matron of the home. 
Crude as those verses may seem to 
him now, he treasures them; and, 
having read them, we can say that 
they ring true. 

It was in that Newsboys’ home that 
Tully learned the manly art of self- 
defense. He soon became the best 
boxer in the place and eagerly looked 
abroad for new worlds to conquer. 
Matches were easily arranged for the 
young featherweight, and it wasn't 
long before he became the most 
promising kid in Chicago. He was 
young and enthusiastic; there was a 
brain behind his fists. as 

Meanwhile, he was learning 
trade. He became a chain maker. 
His muscles and endurance and [frish 
grit came in handy here. When the 
chain factory was started in Kent, 
James was on the job And there 
he met the girl he was to marry.

WANT RIGHTS DEFINED. 


South Pasadena Trustees Contend 

that the Have a Right to Create 

Residential District Lines. 

SOUTH PASADENA, Feb. 7.—Much 
depends upon the decision which the 
State Supreme Court will give in the 
ease of R. A. Throop, who is testing 
the constitutionality of the so-called 
“residential district” ordinance passed 
by South Pasadena. Throop has main- 
tained a rock crusher in the Arroyo 
Seco at South Pasadena, and a district 
ordinance was passed to prevent its 
j being conducted there. Throop was ar- 
rested for failure to comply with the 
ordinance and hag sued out a writ of 
habeas corpus. This writ the State 
Supreme Court has made returnable 
at San Francisco, March 2. Joined 
with Throop in this appeal are a num- 
ber of manufacturers who object to 
the ordinance. f 

The case is of interest In this lo- 
cality, for it will determine the right 
of South Pasadena to pass ordinances 
creating industrial districts. If the 
State Supreme Court holds the rock 
erusher ordinance tillegal, it would 
have a direct bearing upon the case. 

There has been an accepted under- 
standing in cities that the right exists 
to define what is a residential district 
and to prevent the establishment of 
manufacturing plants tn such a sec-

It 
makes no difference whether the mes- 
sage goes from here to outside citier 
or comes from outside points here as 
long as the bill is collected here. 

In the local company’s contract 
with the United States Long Distance 
Telephone Company, the local com- 
pany gets 26 per cent. of the receipts 
instead of only 2° per cent., but only 
on business originating here, no mat- 
ter where collected. Mr. Rolfe testi- 
fied that the local company wishes to 
drop the switching charge, but that 
in order to do so without losing 
money on long-distance connections 
it would require an increase in the 
percentage allowed by the two other 
companies to 30 per cent. He wen

Just as he grid- 
ironed Los Angeles, so did he now 
join the countryside with hooks of 
steel. 


Refore many years he had built one 
of the largest interurban systems in 
the country and the greatest yet 
owned by any individual. He pur- 
sued the same policy as in the city. 
flinging his ewn millions into the 
highest construction and equipment’ 

History repeated itself in the coun- 
try as in the town. As soon as the 
interurban system harnessed 
smallest community up with the fore- 
most city, it began to grow. Long 
Beach is only one of the many ex- 
amples of amazing expansion under 
electric connection with Los Ange- 


es. 

The whole area within a radius of 
seventy miles of Los Angeles. took on 
a new life. Villages became towns; 
towns blossomed into miniature cities. 
Farm and fireside profited mightily 
by swift and comfortable access to the 
centers of commerce, trade and cul-

This huge interurban system, whic 
was operated under ‘the title of the 
Pacific Blectric Railway, came to be 
one of the largest and most. power- 
ful of the Huntington properties. ino 
1910, however, Huntington disposed 
of it to the Southern Pacific Rai- 
road, but retained complete owner- 
ship of the Los Angeles city lines. 
A typically Huntington procedure 
marked this change. Huntington 
owned half of the Pacific Electric 
and half of the Los Angeles Railway 
Corporation. So great is his desire 
for absolute ownership that he trad.

Plete control of the other.

He has almost invariably kept away 
from Wall street when he wanted 
money to develop his properties, pre- 
ferring the conservatism of old-line 
investment bankers. He is able to 
command their services, because with 
his tremendous personal assets and 
his high pride of personal credit he 
is prepared to meet their require- 
ments, however exacting. 

When you come to sum up this im- 
mense stock ownership, you begin 
to get some hint of what the propor- 
the Huntington fortune 
really are.

A.: A doubtful proposition without 
some water. The sample carries aurif- 
erous quartz in minute sizes, with 
hematite, ilmenite, aluminum silicate, 
feldspathic matter, traces of micro- 
scepical mercury globules and mica. 

If “dirt” were at hand (exactly like 
sample.) it would be our endeavor to 
obtain some water, and a few empty 
whisky barrels. With a small size roll, 
the dirt would be run to about 30 
mesh; 100 pounds of the milled dirt 
would be pee in each barrel and 
covered with water 


of the barrel at the inside of the con- 
tainer. Into thie mixture we would add 
one pound commercial hydrochloric 
acid and one pound of mercury. Stir 
the mixture once every three hours for 
twelve hours, then wash out the mer- 
cury and squeeze it through chamois. 
The gold, with certain impurities, will 
be found in “the innards” of the 
chamois. 

The water and acid mixture to set- 
tle in other tanks or containers, and 
when the supernatant liquid is clear 
run it off and use it over again, ad- 
ding thereto one-half pound of hwdro- 
chioric acid to each subseqifent treat- 
ment. The acid will not injure the

Another Iowa idea for bringing ag- 
ricultural instruction nearer to the 


farmer that is most worthy of emu-/-. 


lation is that of establishing local 
experiment stations on the various 
county poor farms. The first one 
was established in Sloux county, fm 
the remote northern part of the 
State, in 1903, and since then prac- 
tically every county In Iowa has 
fallen into line. The County Board 
of Supervisors appropriates the small 
sum—from $500 to §$1000—that is 
necessary to cover expenses, and the 
work is done under the supervision 
of an expert from the State college. 
In the fall a farmers’ picnic is held 
to discuss results. 

The seed used in these county ex- 
perimental stations is taken from 
the planter boxes of as many farm- 
ers in the vicinity as possible, is 
planted without testing, and given 
the same treatment as that bestowed 
on the ordinary flelds in the neigh- 
borhood. Each man’s corn is planted 
in an identified plat. Each farmer 
whose seed has been used comes in 
the fall to the picnic to see how his 
own compares with his neighbor's 
corn. More convincing proof 
not be.offered. The man whic has 
given no heed to his seed and sees 
a miserable stand of inferior stalks, 
and still more inferior ears, con- 
cludes as he gazes with envying won- 
der on the large, strong, uniform, 
well-eared plants of his seed-testing 
neighbor, that he will not be caught 
that way again.
